Mexico, in celebrating '.he 


centenary of her independence 
and he eightieth birthday of 
Porfino Diaz, sent out invita- 


tions to the nations asking them to send special am- 
bassadors to join in the fies a—but there was no such 
invitation extended to Ca ifornia or to any other 
State. 


It was felt here rhat thi; would be a good time to 


get Mexico lined up for San Francisco for the World's 
Fair in the struggle with Xew Orleans, so the Gov- 
ernor and Mayor McCarthy duly commissioned M. F. 
Tarpcy of Fresno, Colonel George H. Pippy of San 
Francisco and 'Setior Dotm ngr.cz of Los Angeles to 
fare on to Mexico, join in ;hc fiesta, felicitate Presi- 
dent Diaz and do a little be osting on the side. 


It was all a mistake. The commissioners were we'd 


chosen, Tarpey being a fa\ orite i:i the City of Mex- 
ico; Pippy having been there and having entertained 
Vice-President Ramon Corral here, and Dominguez 
speaking Spanish fl-iently. But the whole thing was 
a mistake, notwithstanding the special fitness of the 
commissioners. 
The fact was, Mexico hadn't invited 


them; didn't expect them, and didn't know \\h-t to do 
with them. 


I What Shall We Do With Them ? 


When our commissioner- reached the Mexican bor- 


der they were officially met and courteously treated—- 
even enthusiastically greeted. But they soon felt by 
the way their official comrrissions we're vised and re- 
vised that there was a hitch somewhere. 
Elaborate 


telegrams had to be sent from the Mexican officials at 
Juarez to the officials in the City of Mexico to explain 
just what sort of a comirission these Californians 
were.

The Cost of High Living 


In the days before the fire San Francisco was 


known as one of the cities where you could live best 
for the least money—"the mostest fun for the leastest 
mun," as Xoble Eaton's "Gay Cats" used to put it. 
But that sort of thing is gone; and, do you know the 
San Francisco bills of fare arc being passed around in 
the cast and Europe as curiosities as to the high cost 
of living? 


Take champagne—and it's a good thing to take in 


model ate doses. 
In Xew York—most expensive of 


American cities—champagne costs S4.25 per quart. 
There is an exception. At the Knickerbocker it costs 
$4.50. In all the San Francisco cafes the charge for 
the same brands is $5.00 per quart. 
Why? 


The freight on champagne between Xew York ar.d 


San Francisco is about 75 cents a case. Then why 
trim its 75 cents a bott'.ee? Why charge us Sl.OO a 
portion for Astrachan caviar, when Xew York charges 
80 cents, and the freight increase is insignificant or in- 
finitessimal? Of course it^is a dreadful thing that 
our garbage men and pickle factory girls cannot get 
their champagne at $4.25 and their Astrachan caviar at 
80 cents. But when you swing everything else up in 
proportion—those cantaloupes; that spinach; the po- 
tatoes and onions—well, it seems a wonder that Pro- 
fessor Carl C. Plehn could so gracefully demonstrate 
—for a fee, of course—that the cost of living had not 
increased in San Francisco. 
Danger of Vaudeville in Baseball 


It's hard to let well enough alone. 
This never 


was better exemplified than in the game of baseball. 
It rea.ly is the national game, and it generally has been 
kept clean. Whenever its cleanliness has been unques- 
tioned it has produced all sorts of money for the men 
behind it.

[VOLUTION Of OAKLAND'S 


HARBOR FRONTAGE 


ITS BUSINESS DISTRICT 


Improvements Are Now Advancing from the 


Waterfront Northward to Meet Those 


Coming South 


It is about a year ago since THE 1 RIBUXE called special at- 


tention to the developments that had started on lower Broadway. 
and which would ultimately res-ult in its transformation from the 
shack st?ge of existence into a condition when permanent improve- 
ments of a substantial character would t.ike place and that it would 
finally become the center of a ^ast warehouse and wholesale dis- 
trict, extending- on the east side to Fallen and on the west side as far 
as municipal conveniences for shipping and commerce were pro- 
•vided on the harbor frontage. 
It \sas also asserted that the-build- 


ing improvements started at the foot "f Broadway would gradu- 
ally work northward and those ir.btitutec1 on the thoroughfare would 
gradually work southward until they rru't and formed an unbroken 
line of modern business structuies. 
In short, it was then pointed 


out that lower Broadway and the south side district was destined 
at an early day to pass through the same course of evolution through 
•which lower Market street and the neighboring waterfront district 
of San Francisco passed before the disaster of 1906, and which is 
more pronounced today than it was be'ore that unfortunate event 
occurred. 
Modern Improvements Started Northward 


The evolution then outlined as inevitable on the south side 


has, in fact, begun. 
It began, -ndeed, when the Southern Pacific 


company built a modern passenger station on First street, between 
Broadway and Franklin streets. 
It was followed by the tearing 


down of a group of pioneer shacks on -lie west side'of Broadwav 
and the north side of First strce: and the erection on their sites of 
modern three-story business blocks. 
The next stage of dc\elop- 


ment was the building of the reinforced concrete passenger depot 
of the "Western Pacific Railroad Compai y on Third street, between 
"Washington and Broadway, on a site previously occupied bv \\orth- 
less shacks which had long before outlived their usefulness. 
ModeYn Improvements of the South Side 


The public streets south of Seventh street are being rapidly re- 


constructed and permanent pavements, gutters and curbs substi- 
tuted for the worn out macadam and infrnor gutters, and curbs with 
•\vhich they were previously pro-vided. 
\nd w.th the big undertak- 


ing- started by the Harbor Commission for the construction of per- 
manent wharves and reconstruct on of the Adams wharves and the 
recent completion of the Sunset Lumber Company's wharf en the 
south side, public and private improvements may be said to have 
fairly begun to move northward from the waterfront west of the 
north arm of the estuary toward the cei'tral retail business district. 


The latter has also begun to move southward to meet the im- 


provements working up from the waterfront, and it is not improb- 
able that during the next few ye irs the ransformation of the whole 
southern section of the city will have been accomplished, and it will 
Jiave taken its proper place in the modern evolution of Oakland 
•which is in progress. 
Modern Improvements Moving Southward ' 


One of the first evidence of Broadway's expansion southward 


will be the erection of the Security Bank and Trust Company's 
huilding at the northeast corner of Bro idway and Eleventh street. 
It will mark the progress of modern b lilding construction en the 
ir.ain thoroughfare one block further south. 
It has been decided 


by the bank directors that the m w structure shall be an eight-story 
Class A bank and office bxnldiiur like that of the Oakland Bank of 
Savings building. As an indication that such a building is in de- 
mand and that there is no danger of (ta.kland's business quarters 
being overbuilt, the rentable part of the new bank building, on which 
•uork wi'.l be starter next March, is assmed in advance of permanent 
tenants. 
Its crec'.iotv may influence the owners of other properties 


farther south on Broadway to emulate the example of the Security 
bank directors by putting up co-responding improvements on their 
land, which has become vastly too valuable to make the maintenance 
of the present out-of-date improvements it carries profitable.

An Exhibition of Home Products Which Opens 


on Wednesday and Will Help Every Industry 


and Interest in Oakland 


On Wednesday next the Home Industry League of California, 


an association which has been 
organized 
for the one__ object of 


fostering, protecting and upbuilding the manufacturing and produc- 
ing industries of the State, will open an exhibition of home in- 
dustries in the Edoff buiidirg,. on Broadway between Se\enteenth 
and Eighteenth streets, until recently the home of the Braley-Grote 
Furniture Company. The ground floor of the big building is being 
fitted up with booths for the display of local products, to which one- 
half of the floor space is to be devoted.

Oakland to Have a Home Industry League 


At present Alameda County's industries, of which quite a num- 


ber figure in the league membership are represented, however, by 
the San Francisco officers. But the purposes of the promoters of the 
Home Industry League of California is to create a branch league in 
every city of note in the State, whose chief purpose will be primarily 
to foster the interests of local industries and at the same time co- 
operate in the advancement of all California industries. The exhibi- 
tion has been brought to Oakland as first of the cities outside of San 
Francisco in which to exert its influence. 
And it is expected, as a 


natural result, that a local branch of the league will be established, 
the Alameda county firms now enrolled in the San Francisco mem- 
bership constituting the nucleus thereof.

It was so 
for many years with Ca!ifo:nia wines, which foreign and Eastern 
wine manufacturers imported in the raw state, 
sophisticated and 


then returned and marketed here under deceptive labels. 
Fven our 


own manufacturers resorted to the practice of marketing their own 
sophisticated wines under foreign labels in order to secure a sale. 
The wine industry has outgrown that period of its development. 
The choicest products of California vineyards now command the 
market under their own brands and with the source of production 
printed boldly on the labels, as their 
superiority has been fully 


established at every world's exposition at which they have been 
displayed by the numerous gold medals that have been awarded to 
them. Alameda county lead*- the State in that respect. 
Alameda Products Manufactured Abroad 


But there are many agri< ultural and other products of California, 


many of them from Alameda county, which are imported by Eastern 
and foreign manufacturers, to be returned here in a manufactured 
•form in Eastern and foreign-made bottles and jars, into which the 
foreign manufacturers' namr is blown, or which bears the label of 
the foreign or Eastern manufacturer, and which obtain a sale on 
the false presumption that 'hey are 
products grown as 
well as 


manufactured abroad. 
Caliiornia by that me.uib loses the benefit 


of the labor employed in the manufacture of these goods and iij the 
production of the packages in which they are contained, besides 
the profits which figure in the business.
